Editorial Correspondence. 
Farminoaton, Oct. 5, 1866. 

Dear Fanmer:—We are now in the Sandy River 
Valley, so well known for its fertile soil. This valley 
was well knewn te the Indians, and on an ancient 
survey it is named Penopsq q boo, which 
literally means the Liitle-rocky-litile-clear-river. 
We never before could explain why the sandy lands of 
this river were so much more fertile than the same 
kind of soil in other portions of the State. Two rea- 
sons may be given: The ledges in the vicinity are 
composed of micaceo-argillaceous slate, which by 
their decomposition produces more or less of clay and 
other elements conducive to a warm soil. Another 
reason may be that this valley was once a chain of 
lakes. From Farmington to New Sharon there is 
wide expanse of intervale along which are beds of clay 
and fine sediment, which must at some time have 
formed thé bottom of a lake. These intervals are 
made up of several terraces, the lowest of which are 
overflowed by the river during freshets, which bring 
down untold wealth from the mountain country in the 
north. The town is situated on the south side of the 
range of mountains which ruas east and west across 
the State. Mt. Blue, about 4000 feet high stands gen- 
tinel over the surrounding country. On this the 
United States Coast Survey have just erected anob- 
servatory for purposes of triangulation. 

The village at Farmington Hill is one of the hand- 
somest in the State. It is regularly laid out, its 
streets are wide, its buildings are in good order, its 
shade trees, mostly the maple, are abuudant, its pub- 
lic buildings substantial and in good taste. Situated 
at the terminus of the Androscoggin railroad it is the 
centre of a large extent of country, consequently its 
trade is extensive. Its uplands are fertile for pastur- 
age which serves to increase its wealth. The State 
Normal Svhool is located here, which we recently no- 
ticed. Among the notabilities of the place, is the fa- 
mous Abbot School for Boys. It is now under the 
direction of Hon. E. P. Weston, whose experience as a 
teacher well fits him for the position. We visited the 
school and were surprised to see how extensive were 
the arrangements for instruction of the boys. About 
seventy boys—the largest number ever assembled 
there—constitates the present term. Everything goes 
on like clock work, while the confidence which they 
seem to repose in their teacher is of the most gratify- 
ing kind to the visitor. 

During our visit the Franklin County Agricultural 
Society held its Fair. Sickness prevented our attend- 
ance as we intended, for we wished to become ac- 
quainted with at least fifty farmers during the Show. 
he exhibition of stock was said to be the best ever 
held in the county. On the last day we had the pleas- 
ure of addressing the assembled crowd. ‘Lhe best part 
of this thing isa little too good to be lost. As we, 
walked back tothe Vitlage ufter the address, we were | 
invited to ride. Being fuirly seated, our strange 
friend not recognizing us, asked us how we liked the | 
address, We told him we thought it was very good. | 
«‘Well,”’ said he, ‘that speaker has some music in| 
him.’’ We thought so too, and left him as wise in 
respect to ourself as before. 

We stepped into the steam-mill there and found this 
to be the place where the famous Hersey Patent -. pple 
Parer is made.

Farmington beige @ shire town abounds in profes- 
sionet Men. It has a bank, two printing offices, in one 
of which is looated brother Prescott of the Chronicle, 
who chronicles well the local affairs of the town. 

During our stay we took aride upon the Norton 
ledge, about three hundred feet above, and in the rear 
of the village. On its southern declivity is a bed of 
stratified sand, higher up than we have elsewhere 
seen. The ledge is a pyritigenous mica slate, and on 
its surface copperas forms spontaneously from the de- 
composition of the rock. Diluvial grooves and 
scratches are to be seen in abundance. The prospect 
from this hill is very fine. On its sides is a large 
sugar orchard. It is said that forty barrels of sap 
were collected here in one day. The ride from Farm- 
ington down the Sandy River to New Sharon—nine 
miles—is delightful. The farmers all along the river 
exhibit an air of thrift and independence. 

We left the town highly gratified with our visit, and 
with more enlarged views of the capabilities of our 
own beloved State thanever. Our obligations are due 
to a large number of the citizens for courtesies re- 
ceived during our visit to the town. 





A Loox. There is sometimes something peculiarly 
terrific in the look of a man, especially when in anger. 
There is a time in every one’s history which he can 
remember when he seemed paralyzed by the fierce 
gaze of some man or woman. There is a certain ex- 
pression about the eye which strikes terror even to a 
stout heart. The same power is exhibited by animals. 
We remember once reading an account of a man who 
had stolen a couple of kittens from a catamount dur- 
ing her absence.

A boy who is stealing fruit will never forget 
the scene if he should by chance be ¢aught by the 
owner im the act. The late Professor Cleaveland was 
a remarkable man in this respect. It was his invari- 
able custom when a student entered the room after he 
commenced his lecture, to stop suddenly, raise his 
head and give the delinquent such a look as he would 
never afterwards forget. Some physiologists have as- 
serted that there is no expression in the eye, but that 
it owes it all to the muscular expression of the face. 
This may be so, but we are inclined to think that 
when the individual is excited, the eye glistens more 
brilliantly than when the system iscalm. Even a 
common house cat which has no muscular expressicn 
of the face will look terribly from her eyes, when in a 
fit of rage. Insane people often express much from 
the eye when in a state of frenzy. The feeling of awe 
is impressed upon a subject when gazed upon by 
royalty. Any man clothed with authority will com- 
mand a greater influence by his look than he other- 
wise could have done’as an equal. Some men have & 
rigid face which demands no effort on their part to 
make an impression upon others. Some persons have 
no particular expression at all, and yet command re- 
spect. Gen. Grant has no expression, yet his past 
acts have made the people who gaze at him, believe 
that he has some meaning in that sort of dogged look 
of his which nobody can read. There is indeed a deal 
of power in a look when coupled with the prominent 
past acts of an individual.

A serious 
collision of authority is apprehended in Baltimore bc- 
tween Gov. Swann and the Police Commissioners of 
that city. The trouble grows out of the enforcement 
of a law passed by the Legislature during the war, 
excluding all persons implicated in the rebellion from 
the polls, and establishing a rigid registration of voters 
for that purpose.

Charges have been 
made against the Commissioners of alleged violation 
of the law, and Gov. Swann has summoned them 
before him for trial. The Commissioners deny his 
jurisdiction and refuse to respond to the charges. 
Hence the apprehended collision, which may result in 
violence and bloodshed. Gov. Swann is supported by 
the disfranchised rebels of the State, and the Commis- 
sioner by the loyal and legal voters.

In the rear of the Jacque Cartier 
Hall, their praiseworthy efforts in this way were effec- 
tually frustrated for a time by the acts of some un- 
known ruffians, who deliberately cut the hose with 
axes, their intention being, doubtless, to hinder as far 
as possible any attempt to check the of the 
fire, in order to give themselves ample opportunity to 
rob and slaughter. Increasing in volume and density 
at every step, and impelled by the wind which seemed 
at every moment to gather new strength and blow in 
fitful gusts, whirling the burning debris on all sides, 
and driving clouds of ardent cinders before it, to fall 
further off, and augment the continually widening 
mass of flame; the fire continued to rapidly advance 
to the southwest, the inflammable material which is 
everywhere met in the small wooden houses in that 
quarter, the numerous outhouses, stables and wood- 
piles adding fuel to it at-every step, until it cut diag- 
onally through St. Roch’s, debouching upon St. Valier 
street, at its intersection with Caron, about half-past 
nine o’clock. 

On the other side, toward the river, it had worked 
its way with equal rapidity, as far as St. Anselmo 
street laterally, and as far as King street, sweeping 
everything before it over the burned district of last

the means of checking it in any way that all hopes of 


doing so were almost completely abandoned. 

In fact it was impossible for any one to stand for a 
moment within fifty yards of the flames, not to speak 
of working in the midst of the fire in the narrow) 
streets of St. Sauveur, where the devouring element | 
actually flew from house to house of the almost num- 
berless small wooden buildings in that quarter, roar- 
ing and crackling, its fiery tongues overleaping the 
streets, and literally bounding on the devoted houses 
like wild beasts on their prey. For some time several 
several large houses-along the south side of St. Valier 
street offered a stout resistance to the flames, but they 
were overcome in the end, and soon wrapped in the 
general sweep of destruction. The fire had now eaten 
into the heart almost of St. Sauveur, ravaging it from 
the cliff down to St. Valier street, which it swept along 
on both sides to the St. Sauveur Church. For a con- 
siderable time, the church withstood the attack of the 
fiery element, but like the rest it was forced at last 
also to succumb, notwithstanding the extraordina 
efforts made to save it. The fine new Presbytery, and 
the Friars’ schoolhouse and the Nunnery building 
next followed, and the flames continued ‘to spread in 
the direction of Boisseauville, without the slightest 
abatement.

About three o’clock 
the conflagration had gained its hight, and at that 
time the whole district, from Crown street—the latter 
not included, however, with the exception of the six 
or seven houses already mentioned, and a smalf a i 
untouched from Delair street to Valier street, so far 
as its intersection with Caron street, down to the 
water’s edge on the north side, and to St. Valier street 
on the other, as far as the Bijou swamp and the toll- 
bar to the West—a distsnce across of about a mile 
and a half—was one complete mass of roaring flame, 
presenting one.of the most desolating and awfully sub- 
lime spectacles we have ever witnessed.

They saw 
Bartlett and McGuire in Eighth avenue, and followed 
them to Abingdon square, where they were arrested. 
The burglars made a desperate resistance, and McGuire 
drew a dirk knife with the intention of stabbing officer 
Dolan, but he was quickly disarmed and secured. 
Bartlett and McGuire were placed in a coach and 
driven to the Sixth Ward station house. 

At about nine o’clock Friday evening the same offi- 
cers met Simms at the corner of West Houston and 
Varick streets, in company with a crowd of notorious 
thieves. Fearing if they delayed his arrest Simms 
would hear of the arrest of his accomplices, and make 
escape from the city, the officers resolved to take 
him imto custody in the presence of his comrades. 
This was done, when a fight took place be- 
tween the thieves and the officers. Revolvers and 
knives were drawn on both sides. A pistol was pre- 
sented at Capt. Jourdan, when he drew his revolver 
and threatened to blow the man’s b®ains out if he did 
not drop hie w During the fight Simme whe cu 
severely punished that he surrendered. THe was taken 
into a Sixth avenue car, when the crowd rushed in 
and made an attempt to take the man away from the 
police. They woul probably have succeeded if two 
officers of the Twenty-eight Precinct had not gone to 
the assistance of Capt. Jourdan and cleared the car of 
the thieves. Simms was then taken to the Sixth Ward 
station house. Justice Dowling temporarily commit- 
ted the accused, and they were delivered to the Boston 
officer to be taken back to Maine.

got hold of tho boat, which was completely filled with | 


water. Some of those clinging to the sides of the 
boat with me were soon washed away. Their places 
were quickly filled by others. She turned over and 
over in the water like a log. After great exertion we 
m to get her freed of water. During the even- 
ing of the 3d (Wednesday), we began to suffer con- 
siderably from the want of food and water. One of 
our party had found a turnip floating near the boat, 
and, having secured it, divided it with his compan- 
ions. Some who had been drinking salt water be- 
came quite delirious from the effect of it. Some even 
drank their own urine, so intense had their thirst be- 
come. From the canvas of the life-preservers we man- 
aged to rig up a sail which, by the aid of the strong 
easterly wind, helped us along toward the shore. At 
8 o’clock on the next morning (the 4th), we tell in 
with one of the ship’s life-boats containing the third 
mate and nine men. They gave each of us a handful 
of crackers, they having been fortunate enough to 
savea box of them from among the drift of the 
wreck. Shortly afterward we parted company. The 
other boat had a good sail. Both boats now -staod for 
the land, wind about E. N. E. At 5 o'clock on the 
morning of the 5th we saw.a sail, which proved to be 
the barque Fleetwing of Laurvig, Norway.”’

THE STORY OF A BURGLARY. 


In October last, I was invited by a friend of mine, 
whose daughter was about to be married, to go to Lon- 
don to attend the wedding. He had taken a large 
house in one of the streets leading out of Piccadilly 
(which I will call Folkstone Street), and was so good 
as to offer me a room for the marriage-week. Hav- 
ing been out of health for some time, and needing a 
change, I thankfully accepted his offer, and made my 
preparations for the journey at once. 

I reached London about a week before the important 
day; and to those who know anything about weddings, 
and especially weddings ‘‘in high-life’’ (80, I believe 
the correct phrase runs), I need not say that this week 
was a rp Fay The mts were numerous, and 
consisted chiefly of jewelry. The trousseau, I was in- 
formed, could not be surpassed; but of that I am not 
qualified, nor is it any part of my purpose, to speak. 
I am only concerned to state that the presents of jew- 
elry were numerous and valuable. As they were 
brought in by messenger after messenger from the va- 
rious jewellers’ shops, they were placed for inspection 
by visitors, with other presents, in the front drawing- 
room, which, I may observe, had four large windows 
all looking into the main street. 

The marriage was fixed for a Tuesday; and on the 
Saturday previous, my friend gave adinner-party to re- 
lations on both sides, and a good many people were in- 
vited to come in the evening to inspect the presents 
and the trousseau. As it was Saturday night, every- 
body departed shortly after twelve o’clock; and by 
one o'clock, every light was extinguished. No sus- 
picion of robbery seems to have entered into the head

all), and the police had been greatly nettled at their 

non-success in detecting the culprit. 

As far back as the middle of the previous June, the 
house of a great minister had been broken into, and a 
quantity of jewelry stolen. In that case the thief 
seemed to have clambered up a very high wall, and 
then to have ‘‘dropped’’ a great distance on to some 
leads. is gave him access to a window, through 
which he entered the house. The jewelry was_ taken 
’ from a lady’s dressing-room, and the robbery must 
have been effected within a very short time after she 
had left the room, for she did not retire to bed until 
three o’clock, and the thieves were out of the house by 
five. One remarkable feature in this case was, that one 
of the thieves had washed his hands in the dressing- 
room before leaving it. The police used every exertion 
to trace the thieves, but were unsuccessful; and so 
mysterious did the affair seem, that they were driven 
to suspect that there had been some connivance on the 
part of the servants. For these suspicions it is only 
fair to say, subsequent events proved that there was 
no ground whatever. 

A fortnight afterwards, another burglary took place; 
this time, at the residence of an ambassador. In this 
case algo, the thief ap to have ‘‘dropped”’ a con- 
siderable height. here too the police were at fault. 

A few days after this, a took ata 
house looking into the Green Park. A lady was sit- 
ting, about seven o’clock in the evening, in her boudoir 
alone, when she heard something walking in the room 
overhead. She faricied it was her brother, and called 
out to him to come down toher. No answer being 
returned, she ran up-stairs, and was just in time to 
see a strange man going up the upper staircase. At 
sight of her, he quickened his footsteps, and rushing 
to the topmost story, he shut himself in one of the 
servant’s bedrooms. By this time, an alarm being 
given, a policeman was fetched from the street. He 

oes not, however, seem to have been either a very in- 
telligent or very courageous member of the force, for 
ali he did was to summons the burglar inside to open 
the door and come out. 

This, however, he declined to do, whereupon this 
valiant defender of our homes declined to break open 
the door without further assistance, and went off to fetch 
another constable. Of course, directly his back was 
turned, the burglar resolved upon flight. To the sur- 
prise of every one, he was seen to make a terrific 
**drop’’-leap on to some leads, whence he got into the 
Park, and was lost to view in the shades of evening. 
The Park was searched at once, but no trace of him 
could be discovered. The lady, upon being questioned, 
declared that the man she saw was tall and dark; and 
that was all the description she could give. The ques- 
tion then arose; Has any man been seen to loiter about 
the house lately? The immediate answer was in the 
affirmative. A tall, dark man had been seen by the 

tnian loitering about the house, and the postman 
had communicated his suspicions that ‘the was after 
no good,”’ to the sergeant of police, but had only been

of any of us, and the jewelry and other valuable pre- 
sents were left exposed in the front drawing-room all 
that night. But on the next night, the groom of the 
chambers did seem to have a little anxiety at having 
so much valuable property exposed in so open @ man- 
ner, and he communicated his uneasiness to his mis- 
tress. The most costly of the jewels were, in accord- 
ance with his suggestion, placed in a large jewel-box, 
and deposited at bedtime in his mistress’s bed-room.— 
So little real anxiety, however, was felt by any one, 
that a magnificent dressing-case and dressing-bag, 
both with gold fittings of very great value, were left, 
with numerous other articles, in one of the back draw- 
ing-rooms, without even the key of either being turned 
in the lock, On that Sunday night, or rather early 
on the Monday morning, the house was robbed. 

It will be well, perhaps, beivre I proceed farther in 
my narrative, that [ should give a general idea of the 
number and position of the rooms on the three prin- 
cipal floors of the house. On the ground floor there 
were dining-room, breakfast-room, and morning-room. 
On the first floor, there were three drawing-rooms; 
and besides these, there was built out at the back, and 
lying beyond the servants’ staircase, the bedroom and 
dressing-room inhabited by my friend and his wife, 
and in which the jewels had been deposited. On the 
second floor were four bedrooms and a dressing-room, 
occupied by different members of the family and my- 
self. 


I went to bed about eleven o’clock, and must have 
slept soundly for about four or five hours, when I was 
awakened by the violent ae of a little dog which 
I had in the room with me. I looked up and sew the 
door of my bedroom open gradually, and a bright 
light shine through it. I called out at once in a loud 
voice: ‘*Who’s there?’’ when the door was quickly and 
quietly shut, without an answer being returned. I 
never dreamed of thieves, for [ had been similarly dis- 
turbed the night before; my impression was, that some 
servant had mistaken the room, the house being strange 
to all the inmates. I struck a light, and looking at 
my watch, found the time to be four o'clock. Fora 
time, I listened intently, but soon, finding that all 
was quiet, 1 turned on my side, and tried to get to 
sleep again. This, however, proved to be impossible, 
and I got no more sleep that night. About five o’clock, 
I heard some noises in the next bedroom to my own, 
and concluded that my neighbor was stirring; and at 
half-past five, I heard somebody stumble over a box in 
the passage outside my door. But it still never occur- 
ed to me to think of thieves. I imagined still, that in 
the hurry of preparation for the wedding, some ser- 
vant had been compelled to rise earlier than usual, and 
had stumbled in going down stairs in the dark; but as 
I could not get to sleep, I determined to get up, and 
at ten minutes to six o’clock by my watch, I left my 
room to go to another at the end of the The 
moment Tier my door, [saw a man standing ten 
yards from me. The fellow, who was about six feet 
two inches in height, and most powerfully made, was 
listening at the door of a bedroom close to mine, and 
bad his hand on the handle when I first saw him; but 
the moment he caught sight of me, he made a rush 
either to collar me or to get by me, I don’t know which; 
and seeing this, I drew back, and allowed him to pass. 
The next moment, I gave the alarm, and the house- 
hold wasspeedily aroused. An attempt at pursuit was 
mde; but the minute or two which had elapsed en- 
abled the burglars to make good their retreat, and they 
got clear away without molestation. s 

The next thing to be done was to ascertain the ex- 
tent of our losses; and a very casual inspection decid- 
ed this. Everything of silver or gold in the house 
which they could lay their hands upon, they had car- 
ried off, but only such articles as were very portable; 
plate they never sought to touch, although some was 
lying about in different rooms. They had made a 
clean sweep of the most valuable of the presents left 

in the drawing-rooms; they had wrenched off and car- 
ried away all the gold tops from the fittings of the 
dressing-case and dressing-bag; they had entered two 
bedrooms on the second fioor, and taken valuable pro- 
perty from each, while the inmates were sleeping; but 
most fortunately, they had missed the great prize, the 
jewels to obtain which the burglary had, doubtless, 
been planaed. They had never imagined that the 
head of the family would sleep in a ledroom beyond 
the servants’ stairease, and so made no attémpt to ex- 
plore in that direction. They must have-reasoned, 
that the best bedrooms, in which alone the jewels were 
likely to be, would be those to the front on the second 
floor, over the drawing-room; and about these they 
must have hung for hours, in the hope of getting their 
prize, listening at the doors to the breathing of the 
sleepers, entering and rifling the rooms of those who 
slept most heavily, and waiting for an opportunity of 
safely entering the others. My room, after the bark- 
ing of my dog, they did not again attempt (0 approach. 
But although the jewels were safe, we found, upon in- 
spection, that they had carried off property to a very 
considerable amount; indeed, the loss we found, could 
not be estimated at less than seven hundred 

Of course, the first thing (o be done now was to send 
for the police. This was done at once; and as I was 
the only person whe had actually seen anyhody in the 

L aaeed a visit, in an incredible short space 
of time, from Inspector Fairfield—so I will call him— 
of the Q division.

of property which had been stolen, .andits probable} 
value. I had scarcely got half-way through the list, 
when a knock was heard at the Ld. and Sergean 
Wood, as I will call him—also of the Q division—was 
announced. Had he not been styled a sergeant, I 
should never have guessed what he was. My idea of 
® policeman was, that be was tall and. and with 
whiskers that were the objects of the of 
Hoare = and the satire of ‘Mr. Panch.”’ But 

ere was a little man in plain clothes, very ehort, very 
dark in complexion, > phins bis hair and whiskers 
cut very close (‘So that they have nothing to 
hold on by,” he uly an B me in & conver- 
sation we had some days after.) But I supp my 
astonishment, and politely / tor. In 
turn, Sergeant 
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h-poohed for his pains. The sergeant was imme- 
Stately questioned, cphained that he bad fancied that 
the man was only courting one of the maids at the 
house in question. This explanation, however, was con- 
sidered unsatisfactory by the Commissioners of Police 
and the sergeant was suspended; and to this suspen- 
sion may indirectly be attributed the ultimate detect- 
tion of the burglar, for the sergeant félt his disgrace 
so deeply, that he determined to leave no stone unturn- 
ed to bring to justice the tall dark man, who had such 
marvellous power of making ‘‘drop’’-leaps, 
Meanwhile, news came of another burglary at Ken- 
sington. In this case the thief seemed to have shown 
great activity, and again to have washed his hands. 
Again, a few weeks later, a burglary was committed 
in Hamilton Place, Piccadilly, and here again the thief 
washed his hands, even bringing a lemon from the 
kitchen to aid him in his task. 
It now become almost a certainty that all these rob- 
beries were the work of one man; and as there was the 
remarkable fact of his washing his hands in almost 
every instance, it was probable that this man was of a 
better class, and of greater refinement than the ordi- 
nary run of London burglars. But an altogether new 
fact, which was likely to aid the police considerably in 
their efforts to trace him, was elicited during the in- 
quiries which were made with respect to the Hamilton 
Place robbery. It transpired that two men had been 
seen for some days loitering about and examining the 
house, and that one of them was tall and dark, and 
the other short and fair. But not only kad they been 


#een; the tall man hadactually spoken to a_ commis- 
sionnarie stationed in the district, and had been ob- 


served to have a foreign accent. It seemed most prob- 

able, therefore that the man of whom they were in 

search was a foreigner, and the suspended sergeant de- 

termined at once to follow up this slight clue. 

But there are a great many tall, dark foreigners in 

London, and the sergeant’s task sezmed one of no sight 
difficulty; however, he was a determined man, of iron 
nerves, and he determined to find the right man, if 
he searched through the whole of London; so he sat 
down and thought out the whole matter, and decided 
upon the course he would pursue. He could not help 
fancying from ali he had heard that it was probable 
the man in question was a discharged Swiss or Italian 
valet, or courier or something of that kind; so, follow- 
ing up this idea, he went to call upon a friend of his 
who kept a very table public-house at the West 
End of the town. This man had been a courier him- 
self in his earlier days, and was well acquainted with 
all the members of the confraternity, and, indeed, had 
a table-d’hote daily for them at his house, of which 
other foreigners occasionally availed themselves. After 
much consultation with the landlord, he determined to 
attend the tgble-d’hole that day, on the chance of see- 
ing hisman. At dinner-time, he accordingly, made 
his appearance, of course in plain clethes, and took his 
seat with the ease of an haditue. Noneof the diners 
however, answered in any way to the description 
of the burglar, and the sergeant began to think that 
he had been wasting his time. But scarcely had the 
cloth been removed, when a tall, dark man, of not un- 
pleasing ap ce, came in, and took a seat at one 
of the little round tables. Upon him the sergeant at 
once fixed his attention, and when he rose, after taking 
some slight refreshment, quietly followed him out of 
the house. For some time, he pursued him without 
being perceived, but at last the foreigner seemed to be- 
aware that he was being tracked, for he looked round 
from time to time suspiciously. This, of course, did 
not look well, for a man who has nothing to fear does 
not do this, and our sergeant determined not to lose 
sight of him. However, clever as the sergeant was, 

the dark man was cleverer still, and after a long chase, 
suddenly gave his pursuer the slip. Thesergeant was 
in despair; just when he seemed to have got hold of 
& most promising clue, he had lost it, and it was more 
than probable that the foreigner would now take the 
alarm, and leave the country at once. 


But, as good-luck would have it, as he was walking, 
somewhat disconsolately, in Oxford Street that same 
night, he saw his man again! Again he followed him 
and again he lost him, but this time in such a posi- 
tion as to make it nearly certain that he lived in one 
of the three well known streets in Soho. ‘These streets 
were accordingly watched night and day, and the tall, 
dark foreigner was finally tracked down to No. 224 
Canon Street, Soho. 

But although they had been successful so far, what, 
it may be asked, had in effect been proved? What was 
the result of all these watchings and inquiries? Sim- 
ply this: that a tall, dark foreigner, who evidently 
did not like followers, lived at 224 Canon Street, Soho. 
Slight, however, as the clue was, the police determin- 
ed to follow itup. So much annoyance and excitement 
had been caused by the numerous burglaries. at the 
houses of great people, and there had been so many 
comments upon the unskilfulness of the police, that 
the force made it almost a point of honor to discover 
the culprit. directions were given to certain trusty 
men, the house was watched night and day; and this 
perseverance was at last rewarded by acertain amount 
of success, for, om the Frid previ the burglary 
at my friend’s house, the tall foreigner was seen 
to comeout, and, accompanied by a shorter man, to

Now, my friend’s house in Folkstone Street must 
have been broken into about two o’clock on the Mon- 
day morning, and the man I saw did not leave the 
house, till ten minutes to six, It appeared, then, quite 
certain, that whatever he might have done on other oo- 
casions, the tall, dark foreigner of 224 Canon Street 
had nothing to do with this robbery. When I desurtb- 
ed my friend on the landing as being a “‘tall, dark 
man,” the inspector, as I remembered well, had smii- 
ed grimly, but he was i then aware that it had been 
declared by those who had been watching him that the 
man in question had not left -his house half-past 
eleven o’olock on Sunday night. Of this fact, »

The two men linked roth and, walked on together, 
having very much the appearance, my informant said, 
of two master-tradesmen. They were followed by, 
three ccnstables, of whom t Wood was one, 
and the question which occupied his whole thoughts 
was, should he, or should he not, take these men into 
custody? It must be remembered that he had no evi- 
dence against them—nay, he had evidence which di- 
rectly exculpated the tall, dark man, and if correct, 
made it impossible for him to have been present at the 
burglary; had all the terror of damages for false 
impris mment, and serious rebukes from tes 
for exceeding his duty, floating before hiseyes. But 
my friend nt Wood is not a nervous man, and 
his hesitation was but eye ¢ In spite of the 
testimony of the watchers, he always felt certain 
that the tall, dark man had planned and actually ex- 
ecuted the burglary ia Folkstone street that morning; 
and he determined to risk anything that might ensue | 
if he had made a mistake. He accordingly arrested 
them; and after a considerable show of resistance on 
the part of the shorter man, and a great deal of vir- 
tuous indignation from the affronted foreigner, added 
to considerable opposition from a mob of the lowest 
characters in Seven Dials, the two were safely lodged 
in the station-house. Of course the blue bag was ex- 
amined at once, and this apparently innocent recepta- 
cle was found to contain a large housebreaker’s ‘‘jem- 
my’’ or crowbar, a bottle of aqua-fortis for testing 
gold, and finally a small gold toothpick, which had 
been taken from the fittings of the dressing-case in my 
friend’s back drawing-room and which had apparent- 
ly been left in the bag by mistake, having got stuck 
in the lining. I should like to have seen the grim 
smile of my friend Sergeant Wood when the toothpick 
was produced from the blue bag. I think that at 
that moment he could have almost forgiven the watch- 
ers, whose negligence had so nearly led him astray. 
The next thing was to search the lodgings of the tall, 
dark man. This task Inspector Fairfield undertook, 
and he proceeded at once to Canon Street.: After some 
opposition on the part of the landlady, who stoutly de- 
nied that any such was. lodging or ever had 
lodged in her house, the inspector at last got admit- 
tance, and proceeded to search the house (which was a 
very large one), commencing from the attics. On 
reaching the second story on his way downwards, he 
laqueel if any foreigner lived in any of the rooms 
upon it; at this the landlady, whose memory seemed 
to have been much improved by intercourse with the 
inspector, replied, that a foreign gentleman, who was 
a highly table wine-merchant, had a bedroom 
on this floor looking to the back. She did not know 
much of him, she said, but he was very regular in his 
payments, and very quiet in his habits, and for her 
— she did not wish for anything more in a lodger. 
he courteous inspector requested permission to have 
one look merely as a matter of form, at the distin- 
guished foreigner’s bedroom; and to this the landlady 
acceded. Unfortunately, however, the door was locked 
and as the landlady had no other key than that which 
she had given to her lodger, and which he had doubt- 
less in his pocket at that moment the inspector was 
compelled to do violence to the feelings of the worthy 
woman, and break open the door. There was noth- 
ing remarkable in the bedroom in any way; it was 
a thought small and airless for a wine merchant,’’ per- 
haps; but then he may bea trifle eccentric—many 
greater men have been guilty of more striking eccen- 
tricities, and yet not a word has been breathed against 
their respectability. But there was one thing which 
seemed to surprise the landlady, though not perhaps 
the inspector—her lodger seemed to be about to make 
& journey, and the room was disorderly by prepara- 
tions for departure. Above all, in the middle of the 
room stood a magnificent portmanteau, brand new, and 
of the best workmanship. The inspector lifted it and 
found it heavy; he tried the lid and found it looked. 
Fortunately he had upon his bunch a key that fitted 
the lock; and with many apologies, he proceeded to 
open the portmanteau. Within it he found every ar- 
ticle of the property stolen from Folkestone Street, 
with the single exception of the gold toothpick 
found in the blue bag; but beside this the inspector 
found in the portmanteau some of the property which 
had been taken from the houses in Hamilton Place in 
Kensington. It was clear, therefure, that they had 
been right in their conclusions, and thai the tall, dark 
foreigner was the planner and perpetrators of all 
these robberies. 
Little more remains to be said. The first examina- 
tion 6f the prisiofier# was taken that afternoon before 
the magistrate, and the landlady identified the tall, 
dark foreigner as her lodger, and the owner of the 
portmanteau. A policeman swore to having seen both 
risoners loitering near the mews at the back of 
Folkestone Street on the Sunday evening between the 
hours of eight and nine o’clock; and so the chain of 
evidence was complete. Evidence was also given that 
both prisoners had been previously convicted, and they 
were remanded, in order to complete the depositions 
before the day of final examination, the tall, dark man, 
in utter despair as to the result of the trial, and dread- 
ing a sentence, which, at his age (he was fifty-five), 
would probably be tatamount to penal servitude for 
life, committed suicide by hanging himself in his cell 
at the House of Detention. The younger man was 
sentenced to fifteen years penal servitude and is now 
working out his time. 
At the inquest which was held upon the foreigner, 
| some curious particulars relating to his life were dis- 
closed. He was a Frenchman, and of very respecta- 
ble family, his father having been agent to a French 
nobleman. He seemed to have had respectable friends 
in London, who had no idea whatever that he was a 
burglar. He was thought by them to have an inde- 
pendent income, and to travel about for his pleasure. 
| At what time of his life he took to burglary, seemed 
to be quite unknown, but there seemed to be no ques- 
tion as to his talent for that profession. The police 
considered him a most skillful and dangerous thief, 
and regarded his capture as an important event. His 
manners and language were remarkably good, and his 
appearance was such, that if he had been met ina 
house, he would have’ been sup to be some gentle- 
man’s foreign servant. There is little doubt that the 
burglary at my friend's house was only one of a se- 
ries; indeed, among his papers, a list of houses of the 
nobility was found, with full particulars of the ac- 
cess to each; and these, there was every reason to be- 
lieve, would have been plundered in succession, had 
not his career been stopped by the police.
